Mrs. Bradley Talks in Her Own De- 


fense and Tells Story of Her Re- 


lations With Man She Killed.'

Washington, Nov. 19.—Mrs. Annie 


M. Bradley, on trial for the killing of 
former Senator Brown, of Utah, took 
the witness stand today in her own 
behalf, and her assumption of that 


^ 
position marked the climax of the al- 
ready famous case. 


The fact that her story was to be 


heard under oath had become gener- 
ally known, and the court room, of 
limited capacity at best, was, crowded 
long before the incoming of the court, 
for in addition to the crowd of "reg- 
ulars" in 
attendance, there were 


many whose faces are unfamiliar in 
the court, and these included a much 
larger percentage of members of Mrs. 
Bradley's own sex than has hereto- 
fore been seen there. Much Interest 
was manifested when the prisoner 
entered the court room a few minutes 
before 10 o'clock. She was much 
agitated and seemed almost devoid of 
courage and strength as she took her 
customary seat. Fortunately for her, 
»he was not the first witness called, 
and she was given time to compose 
herself while Mrs. Josephine Tighe, 
a local newspaper woman, related the 
particulars of a call upon Mrs. Brad- 
ley in the house of detention on De- 
cember 10 last, when Mrs. Adams al- 


» 
so made a call. The witness said that 
when she arrived Mrs. Bradley was 
lying on a cot apparently asleep, and 
she did not arouse until Mrs. Adams 
was announced. 


Witness Thought Her Insane. 


"Then she , suddenly sprang up," 


•aid the witness, "and she said she 
would see roe Immediately. At. first 
her eyes had a dead, fishy appearance,

she became excited and her eyes were 
bright."

It was 10:15 o'clock 
when 
Mrs. 


• Bradley was called and she immedi- 


ately faced the jury and the audience. 
By the time the first question had 


been put the witness had gathered 
lerself together and her nervousness 
had well-nigh left her. Her voice was 
ow and indistinct, but the tone was 
firm, so that while the stenographer 
was at first compelled to repeat her 
responses to the jury she soon gained 
sufficient confidence and strength of 
voice to enable her to be heard, by 
giving careful attention. 


Judge Powers asked the questions 


and they were at first directed to de- 
veloping a history of the defendant, 
who said that she was 35 years old 
and that she was born in Kansas City 
and educated in Denver; that she had 
had smallpox and pneumonia and had 
been badly hurt by a blow on the 
head while a child. She went to Salt 
Lake City in 1890, she said, and had 
lived there ever since. She bad occu- 
pied a clerical position in the Salt 
Lake waterworks for three years and 
eight months. 


Was Once Married. 


"Were you ever married?" 
"Yes sir; I was married to Clarence 


Bradley a week after I left the water- 
works."* 
Two children resulted 
from 
this 


union, she said. She had joined the 
Salt Lake Women's club, a literary 
organization which gave much atten- 
tion to reforms, very soon after her 
wedding and later became secretary 
and treasurer of it. She also became 
a member of the Woman's Press club 
and the Poets' Round Table. It was 
through her connection with these 
and political organizations that she 
became

with 
Senator 


Brown. It was developed that Mrs. 
Bradley had taken an active part In 
the affairs of the republican party of 
Utah, where women vote, and she had 
been secretary of the state committee.

Albany, N. Y., Nov. 19.—The court 


of appeals today decided that the bill 
passed at the last session of the legis- 
lature providing for a re-count of the 
votes cast at the mayorlaty election In 
New York City In November 1905, is 
unconstitutional. The contest was in- 
stituted on behalf of Wm. R. Hearst 
to unseat Mayor McClellan, on the 
ground of raud In the counting of the 
votes.

Projectors from Seventeen 


States Meeting in 


Philadelphia. 


Philadelphia, Nov. 19.—Delegates 


from seventeen states met in conven- 
tion here today to further the project 
for/an inland water way along the At- 
lantic coast from Massachusetts to 
North Carolina. Much of the route Of 
the water way already exists and it 
is proposed that the channels of the 
canals, rivers, bays, etc., that are to 
be a part of the great water course be 
deepened and widened so as to permit 
the passage of the largest warships. 


Idea of the Projectors. 


It is the idea of the projectors to 


run the water way from Barnstabje 
Bay on the north side of Cape Cod to 
Beaufort Inlet, N. C. This would re- 
quire the cutting of a canal through 
Cape Cod from Barnstable Bay to 
Buzzards Bay, on the south, reducing 
the water distance from Boston to 
New 
York about 75 miles. 
The 


course of the route would then run 
through Long Island Sound and down 
to the Raritan canal at Perth Amboy, 
N J 
The Toute then would be 


through the canal, down the Delaware 
river, past Philadelphia and through 
the Chesapeake and Delaware canal, 
down Chesapeake Bay to Norfolk, 
along the Elizabeth river and through 
a cut across Virginia to Currituck 
Sound. The route then would lay 
through CoanJOck Bay, a cut through 
North 
Carolina 
into 
Albermarle 


Sound, then through Croaton Sound In- 
to Pamllco Sound Into Neuse river. 
By deepening and Widening Adams 
creek and Core creek the route would 
end In Beaufort inlet and the ocean. 


Would Save Mllllbni. 


It Is believed that this route would 


save many millions of dollars in 
freights to the business Interests of 
the north and south, besides cutting 
down the water distance of coastwise 
steamers.

Details of the producers' plans have

The.sisal hemp 
growers met in Merida, Yucatan, on 
_ _v. 8 and organized a stock company 
:o be known as the Corporation As- 
sociation of Sisal 
Hemp Planters. 


Growers will make deliveries direct to 
the association, which will have full 
charge of the sales. Planters wil re- 
ceive two-thirds of its value on de- 
livery of their produce to the assocla- 
:ion and the remainder when the sale 
is effected. Heavy penalties are pro- 
vided for breaking 
the 
agreement, 


which is to last for five years. 


In the trade here there is little 


doubt that .the growers will be able 
to carry out their plans, as the state 
of Yucatan, to all intents and pur- 
poses, has a monopoly of the produc- 
tion of sisal hemp. The annual pro- 
duction amounts to about 600,000 
bales of 360 pounds each. The pres- 
ent market price Is 5% cents per 
pound. 


Of the 600,000 bales annually pro- 


duced, the. International 
Harvester 


company uses 250,000 bales and the 
Plymouth Cordage company of North 
Plymouth, Mass., 150,000 bales. 
The 


other 200,000 bales are used by vari- 
ous concerns in from 5,000 to 25,000 
lots. 
It is understood that it will take 


about |12,000,000 to finance the new 
sisal hemp trust and that this money 
has been provided for.

As an argument, for better 
health laws and policies, we tell you 
that 750.000 people died of tuberculo- 
sis In the United States during the 
last four-years, and thnt at least half 
a million are constantly sick of it. 
Should not an effort be made to pre- 
vent this disease as woll as typhoid 
fever, diphtheria, scarlet fever, chol- 
era Infantum, dysentery, nnrt the other 
domestic pestilences? 


Lives Squandered In Cuba. 


"During the Spanish-American war, 


we lost sixteen of our vigorous young 
soldiers from preventable disease, for 
every one lost in battle, and 85 out 
of each 100 of thorn were Inmates of 
our hospitals during that nhort strug- 
gle from tho same clasa of diseases. 


"I3ad an Is this rocord for the na- 
ion, the facts and figures make that 
or your own state even worse. Dur- 
ng the year about one in ten of your 
oaths were from consumption. It. Is 
common opinion that this Is an in- 
erlted disease", but it should be 
nown that even if your father and 


mother died of It, at the worst you 
an only inherit the kind of constltu- 
ion which makes you especially liable 
f exposed to it. But no matter what 
you have Inherited you can no more 
lave consumption without getting into 
four body the germs from a previous 
ase than you can raise corn on one 
>f your farms without seed. 


"You had a large death rate from 


yphold fever and you have thousands 
of cases of this disease every year. 
This is not only a preventable disease 
>ut the most typical of the filth dis- 
eases. In cities it usually gets into 
mouth through infected • water. 
In- 


stead of piofiting by this we.are rap- 
dly converting our streams and lakes 
nto open eewers and pools, regardless 
of the complex sanitary and economic 
problems thus created for our own 
generation and the teeming millicr.s 
;o follow us. 
Seeks Central Health Bureau. 


"You had last year a heavy sick ar,d 


death rato from diseases of children, 
caused by the use of dirty, adulter- 
ated, or spoiled milk. You had many 
deaths and -much' sickness from diph 
theria and scarlet fever, all distinctly 
preventable, and 
still 
more 
from 


pneumonia, 
another 
germ 
disease 


which we ought soon to be able t' 
greatly restrict or entirely prevent 


"A great central health organization 


at Washington; endowed in 
accord 


ance with the power and wealth o 
our federal government, is 
just as 


much a necessity, if our people a« 
to have the benefits of modern sci 
entlflc knowledge applied 
to the! 


daily needs, as the supreme court o 
the United States." 


Prof. Irving Fisher, chairman of the

urged rational diet, pure air, and ex 
ercise as the oest preventives.

For a pair of hares chop fine a pound of veal, one onion and a 
little parsley, and mix with a pound of sausage, seasoning well 
with salt and pepper. 
Soak the pieces of hare In salt water 


twenty minutes, then stew gently In boiling water to cover un- 
til they begin to be tender. Take up the pieces of meat and 
thicken the gravy, adding salt, pepper and butter to seasbn. 
Have ready a deep earthen pudding dish, well buttered, and on 
the bottom put a layer of the hare meat.

PRESIDENT m PLAN TO 


CONSERVE NATION'S 


Invites Governors and Con- 


gressmen to Conference 


Next May. 


Washington, Nov. 19.—President 


Roosevelt has invited the governors 
of all the states and territories to 
meet him at the white house on May 
13, 14 and 15, next, to discuss 
the 


question of means to conserve the nat- 
ural resources of the country. Invita- 
tions also are to be extended to the 
members of both houses of congress 
and to the inland waterways commis- 
sion. The importance and manner in 
which the subject is to be considered 
are indicated in the president's letter 
to the governors, which was made 
public at the white house yesterday. 
The letter follows: 


"The natural resources of the Uni- 


ted States were, at the time of settle- 
ment, richer, more varied, and more 
available than those of 
any other 


equal area on the earth. The develop- 
ment of these resources has given us, 
for more than a century, a rate of in- 
crease of population and wealth with- 
out parallel in history. It Is obvious 
that the prosperity which we now en- 
joy rests directly upon these 
re- 


sources. It is equally obvious that 
the vigor and success which we desire 
and foresee for this nation in the fu- 
ture must have this as Its ultimate 
material basis. 


Must Plan Future's Prosperity. 


"In view of these evident facts, it 


seems to me time for the country to 
take account of its natural resources, 
and to Inquire how long they are likely 
to last. We are prosperous now; we 
should not forget that it will be just 
as Important to our descendants to be 
prosperous in their time. 


"Recently I declared there is no 


other question now before the nation 
of equal gravity with the question of 
the conservation of our 
natural re-

prosperity of our descendants. 


"It is evident the abundant natural 


resources on which the- welfare of this 
nation rests are becoming depleted, 
and, 
in not a few cases, are already 


exhausted. " This, is true of .all' por- 
tions of the United States; it is es- 
pecially true of the 
longer 
settled 


communities of the east. 


Asks All to Bring Friends. 


"The gravity of the situation must, 
believe, appeal with special force 


to the governors of the states, because 
of their close relations to the people 
and the responsibility for the welfare 
of their communities, I have there- 
fore decided, in accordance with the 
suggestion of the inland waterways 
commission, to ask the governors of 
the states and territories to meet at 
the White house on May 13, 14 and 
15 to confer -with the president and 
with each other upon the conservation 
of natural resources. 


"It gives me great pleasure to in- 


vite you to take part in this confer- 
ence. I should be glad to have you 
select three citizens to accompany you 
and to attend the conference as your 
assistants or advisers. I shall also 
invite the senators 
and representa- 


tives of the sixtieth congress to be 
present at the sessions so far as their 
duties will permit. 


"The matters to be considered at 


this conference are not confined to 
any region or group of states, but are 
of vital concern to the nation as a 
whole and to all the people. Those 
subjects Include the use and conserva- 
tion of the mineral resources, the re- 
sources of the land, and the resources 
of the waters in every part of our ter- 
ritory. 


"In order to open discussion, I shall 


invite a few recognized authorities to 
present brief descriptions of actual 
facts and .conditions, without argu- 
ment, leaving the conference to deal 
with each topic as it may elect. The 
members of the 
Inland 
waterways 


commission will be present in order 
to share with me the benefit of infor- 
mation and suggestion, and. if desired, 
to set forth their provisional plans and 
conclusions. 


"Facts, 
which I cannot 
gainsay, 


force me to believe that the conserva- 
tion of our natural resources Is the 
most weighty question now before the 
people of the United States. If this 
Is so the proposed conference, which 
Is the first of its kind, will be among 
the most Important gatherings in our 
history in its effect upon the welfare 
of all our people. 


"I earnestly hope, my dear governor, 


that you will find it possible to be 
present. 


"Sincerely yours.

Ozro Mason's Mind Blank 


Regarding Fatal Mis- 


hap. 


Wabash, Ind., Nov. 19.—Ignorant 


that Miss Katherine Freshour, his 
fiancee. Is dead and has been burled 
almost a month, his mind a blank as 
far as the accident Is concerned, Ozro 
Mason was taken to his home in Ur 
bana j-esterday. 


On account of his condition it was 


thought best not to tell him that Miss 
Freshour was killed in the accident in 
which a Fort Wayne and Wabash Val- 
ley Traction car ran into his buggy. 
So he was taken to his home, where 
he will be given care and where it is 
expected that he wllj soon entirely 
recover from the accident of October 
18. His mind is gradually recalling 
events of his early life, for when he 
regained consciousness it seemed as 
if a curtain hung between his past and 
his present and the curtain is slowly 
being lifted. 


But for the time he was with Miss 


Freshour and during the illness fol- 
lowing her death he knows nothing 
and never will know anything except 
as it is told him. He did not even 
know his own mother at the time, but 
now knows his relatives as he is told 
who they are. Mr. Mason wa« seri- 
ously injured. He was taken from the 
hospital to his home yesterday by Dr. 
B. A. Houser and there was no danger 
in the transfer. 


There are many instances where 


minds become blank on periods be- 
fore the accident which Injures them 
and of the accident Itself. 
In this 


case Mr. Mason is recalling past 
events except at the tragic moment. 


Mr. 
Mason's 
recovery 
seems 


strange. His injuries were such that 
It was considered sure he would not 
live. He has rallied from his fearful 
condition and is showing remarkable 
strength. He is a merchant of Ur- 
bana and was driving with his fiancee, 
Miss Freshour, who was a Home Tele- 
phone operator, after the opera. They 
were entering the city from the west 
and were evidently both asleep at the 
time of the accident

Do they have warm, dry sleeping 


quarters? 


Is the bedding damp and cold? Go 


out personally and see that the bed- 
ding is absolutely dry. Think what a 
damp cold bed means to any animal. 
All bedding should be changed and 
the sleeping places swept out at least 
tv.-ice each week and thoroughly disin- 
fected before 
putting in 
the fresh 


beds. Do not use oat straw, it is not 
good for pigs; use either good rye 
straw or In _ the absence of that use 
good, dry wheat straw. It neither are 
at hand use shredded 
corn fodder, 


which makes an excellent bed, fre« 
from dust and easy to handle. 


Are you feeding

with a view to strong, vigorous litters 
or are you simply throwing them what 
corn they can eat every day?

]n the fourth place, the chief or- 


ganic constituent ot the potato, and 
that upon which its food value al- 
most entirely depends is starch. Now 
recent researches have revealed the 
fact that not only the weight of tu- 
bers yielded by a potato crop, and the 
percentage of starch which such crops 
contain, is In a special way depend- 
ent on an abundant supply of avail- 
able potash, but that the condition 
of the starch itself, and hence the 
quality of the potato, are similarly de- 
termined. 


The form of potash to be used for 


potatoes is a matter of great Import- 
ance. Without doubt sulphate of po- 
tash and mlrlate of potash are far 
better than kalnit for this crop and 
especially so when the application is 
to be made in the spring. 


As a rule too. when a good flavored 


potato is especially desired sulphate of 
potash is to be preferred to muriate of 
potash. The quantity of sulphr.te of 
potash which may be most profitably 
used for potatoes Is about one or two 
cwts. per acre, or for early potatoes a 
somewhat larger 
dressing has been 


found profitable. 


The potash should be mixed with 


the super and applied with it some lit- 
tle time before planting. An experi- 
ment which came under my own no- 
tice Is worth the attention of grow- 
ers:

Gluten, oil, meal and many of the 
other foods are good for milk but are 
deficient in minerals that tho animal 
requires. 
We are too apt to look for 


protein alone, but the cows should 
have mineral matter. 


There Is a larger amount of mineral 


matter in wheat bran than in any of 
the other feeds. 
But a mixture of 


wheat bran and gluten half and half 
with good ensilage will make a very 
good ration and is more commonly 
ted than any of the boughten feeds 
in the best dairy sections. 


The best remedy for a cow that has 


become run down and got off her feed 
Is a good warm bran mash, if she can 
be induced to eat it. Dont't spend a lot 
of money for these prepared stock 
foods and tonics.

tho great body of mankind should be 
content to obey. It Is Immaterial in, 
what.form of visible government this 
latter Idea discloses Itself. It is the 
same idea .whether It appears as a 
limited or an absolute monarchy, as 
an aristocracy, an oligarchy, or In any 
one of kindred phases. To the former 
Idea that men are thoroughly compe- 
tent to govern themselves, as a neces- 
sary corollary there follows tho Idea 
that it Is better for everybody to be 
able to read and write 
and reason 


than it Is for the mass of mankind to 
be sunken in Ignorance while the few 
are eminently learned; that It Is bet- ., 
ter to have an equal, distribution of i 
the necessaries and comforts of life 
among the people; that It Is better to 
divide the ownership of the lands of a 
country In small quantities among 
peaceable, 
contented 
and 
happy, 


though humble, yeomanry, than It Is 
to have most of the wealth In the 
hands of a few people while the great 
many are living from day to day, than 
to have a few 
landed 
proprietors 


while the many are but tenant fann- 
ers. 


Defines Rights of the People. 


"As another necessary corollary of 


the principle that tho people have both 
the capacity and the right to rule and 
govern themselves, there follows the 
doctrine that when they establish a 
form of government and enact a writ- 
ton constitution they distinctly specify 
what Inherent powers they have yield- 
ed to the Kovernment. Having yielded 
certain rights to the government and 
endued Its ofQcers with certain pow- 
ers, they fcy this very document an 
nounce that those whom they call to 
occupy official position are hut their 
hired servants and not their masters 
th*. expression of cno thing has al- 


ways been. In Anglo-Saxon law, the 
exclusion of all other things. There- 
fore, having expressed to the govern- 
ment the rights and powers it pos- 
sessed, as a necessary consequence It 
follows that the people reserve to 
themselves all power 
which 
they 


have not distinctly delegated. 
As a 


part of thl« same system of govern- 
ment the people insist that their pub- 
lic servants shall frequently recur to 
them for the right to discharge their 
constitutional duties and give them 
an opportunity to discharge a servant 
who ceases to be such and arrogates 
to himself the privileges of a. master. 
or one who seeks in any way to inter- 
fere with any other servant whom the 
people may have employed for any 
other purpose. And by this very idea 
nd form of government they serve no- 
ce upon the man whom they engage 
o work on the dump that he has no 
;ght to ride In the general manager's 
»r."This same system of government, 
eserring to the people all rights not 
xpressly delegated, leads inevitably 
j what is popularly known as the 
!ght 
of local 
self-government.

needed. I am cot the creator of this 
moral movement; I am but its preach-

they were engrossed with getting the 
almighty dollar. There is something 
more in this world than money. The 
democratic party viewed these ques- 
tions from the standpoint of the com- 
mon people. 
In the next campaign

Here he left the beaten track and 
ook up the discussion of the question 
of volume of currency.

Sryan, "that our arguments on the 
money question advanced in '96 have 
been vindicated not by the republican 
party but because God Almighty took 
ils own poor people of the world and — 
opened up tc them vast store houses 
of gold."

Discussing President Roosevelt's at-

'I believe the American people are

Mr. Bryan said the democratic party

road rate legislation, that demand for 
regulation offered In three democratic 
national platforms before the repub- 
licans took It up. He said the United 
States senate Is filled with trust and 
railroad attorneys and that the people 
must look to the democratic party for 
further relief from the trust evils. To 
emphasb-e his claim that the repub- 
lican party and the

ple's good. Mr. Bryan asserted that 
Roosevelt had called on Harrlman to 
raise J250.000 for campaign purposes 
and that Harrlman had raised It.

Repub- 
licans can't reform the tariff before an 
election because It might then Jeopar- 
dize a victory and they can't do It aft- 
er a victory, because then It is not 
necessary- While they are collecting 
hundreds of millions of dollars out of 
the pockets of the people, the delay 
of a year means much to them.

PENNSYLVANIA PAY

Port Wayne Banks Ex- 


change Cash for Them 


When Presented. 


The announcement at 11 o'clock this 


morning that the banks of Fort Wayne 
would cash all scrip issued by the 
Pennsylvania relieved the pay day sit- 
uation of an embarrasing feature and 
put at rest the anxiety of the employes 
of the company concerning the dispos- 
al of the paper. 
It was announced 


yesterday that the banks would re- 
ceive this scrip only on deposit by per- 
sons who already had a fund at the 
bank where the paper is presented 
and that no new accounts established 
for 
the purpose of giving checks 


against them in a day or two would be 
opened. This was embarrassing for 
the average employe and he hails the 
announcement that cash would be 
handed out whenever the scrip is pre- 
sented with considerable satisfaction. 
The Pennsylvania will distribute in 
scrip and cash something like $300,- 
000 in Fort Wayne today and tomor- 
row. 
All whose earnings are less than 


$100 are receiving halt cash and the 
balance in scrip and those whose 
earnings are over $100 are receiving 
about 75 per cent of them in cash. 


The action of the banks in cashing 


the checks -was purely voluntary and 
the decision to do so was reached at 
a meeting of the Clearing House asso- 
ciation this morning, when it was 
learned that any other arrangement 
might be a hardship to many of the 
•Pennsylvania employes who draw the 
smaller salaries, and when it was re- 
ported that scalpers were likely to 
take advantage of the men by demand- 
ing a discount for cashing the paper.

SMALL CARS FOR SMALL ROADS. 


" Although there is a big demand for 
freight cars of all classes, orders have 
been Issued by railroads that all wood- 
en freight cars of small capacity must 
be kept off the main line and used ex- 
clusively on the branch roads, where 
traffic Is comparatively light. 
Rail- 


road officials figure that on account of 
the enormous traffic now moving! over 
the main lines a great deal of difficulty 
is experienced in the operation of the 
smaller cars, and that they are fre- 
quently the cause of congestions and 
accidents which usually mean a delay 
of several hours. 
Each year it is customary for the 


railroads to burn all small wooden 
freight cars that are practically worn 
out. It is estimated that last year the 
Pennsylvania alone destroyed 10,000 
of these cars. 
This year, however, 


comparatively few cars are being de- 
stroyed. If it Is at all possible to oper- 
ate them they are sent to the shops 
for repairs, and hereafter will be used 
on the branch, lines. 


ELEPHANTS GO TO NEW YORK.
